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The  Object  of  the  College. 


To  provide  permanent  facilities  for  the  thorough,  liberal, 
christian  education  of  young  men  was  the  end  and  aim  of  the 
founders  of  Beloit  College.  The  institution  is  now  fairly  estab- 
lished and  furnished  in  respect  of  both  living  instructors  and  the 
apparatus  and  material  of  instruction,  for  doing  this  work.  It 
offers  to  young  men  who  have  passed  through  the  stages  of  a 
common  education  in  our  public  schools,  opportunities  for  more 
extended  culture  and  special  discipline  of  mind,  which  may 
prepare  them  to  occupy  positions  of  influence  in  society. 

The  course  of  study  is  adapted,  as  much  as  possible,  to  give 
the  student  full  possession  and  command  of  his  own  faculties  for 
any  work  to  which  he  may  be  called.  By  being  drilled  in  the 
forms  and  processes  of  pure  mathematics  and  in  the  elementary 
principles  of  language,  illustrated  in  both  ancient  and  modern 
tongues,  the  mind  is  trained  to  correct  habits  of  thinking,  and 
to  accurate,  elegant  and  forceful  modes  of  expressing  thought. 
It  is  also  introduced — (the  time  and  distribution  of  the  course 
admit  of  little  more  than  a  bare  introduction) — to  the  wide 
range  of  truth  embraced  in  the  departments  of  history,  science, 
and  philosophy, — the  jjreat  mines  which  are  to  be  explored  and 
worked,  as  the  peculiar  capacities,  tastes  and  calling  of  each 
individual  may  determine.  And  all  along,  the  actual  condition 
and  wants  of  men  in  their  civil  and  social  state  are  pointed  out, 
as  giving  occasion  for  the  practical  application  of  truth  to  the 
progress  of  society  and  the  elevation  of  man  in  harmony  with 
his  high  destiny  as  a  rational,  immortal  creature  of  God.  With 
this  intellectual  training,  there  is  joined  the  constant  inculcation 
of  christian  truth  to  develope  the  moral  faculties  and  form  the 
character. 
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Considerable  acquisitions  of  knowledge  are  necessarily  inci- 
dental to  these  processes,  yet  the  actual  results  are  to  be  esti- 
mated not  by  the  amount  of  knowledge  gained,  so  much  as  by 
the  breadth  of  view  respecting  the  extent  and  adaptations  of 
all  truth,  the  habit  of  patient  application  and  thorough  investi- 
gation in  any  department  of  truth,  and  the  conscious  capacity  of 
the  mind  to  make  its  own,  and  to  use  such  parts  of  truth  as  each 
one's  calling  in  life  may  require.  The  legitimate  work  of  the 
college  is  to  lay  broad  and  deep  this  common  foundation,  on 
which  each  man  may  build  up  in  after  life,  his  own  structure  of 
attainment,  character  and  influence  in  his  particular  sphere. 

As  now  organized  the  college  embraces  a  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment and  a  Normal  and  Preparatory  Department,  the  latter 
being  indispensable  at  present,  to  prepare  young  men  to  enter  on 
the  full  collegiate  course  of  study.

terms  of  admission. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in 
Geography,  English  Grammar, Arithmetic, Algebra  through  Quad- 
ratic Equations,  and  History  of  the  United  States;  in  Andrews 
and  Stoddard's  or  Harkness's  Latin  Grammar,  Sallust  or  Caesar's 
Gallic  War,  Virgil,  Cicero's  Select  Orations,  and  twelve  chapters 
of  Arnold's  Latin  Prose  Composition;  also  in  Hadley's  or 
Crosby's  Greek  Grammar,  Colton's  or  Owen's  Greek  Header,  or 
three  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  and  thirty  sections  of 
Arnold's  Greek  Prose  Composition. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition 
to  the  above  named  studies,  are  examined  also  in  those  that  have 
been  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter,  or  in 
others  equivalent. 
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No  one  can  be  admitted  to  the  Freshman  Class  until  he  has 
completed  his  fourteenth  year,  nor  to  an  advanced  standing 
without  a  proportionate  increase  of  age. 

Satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required, 
and  those  who  come  from  other  colleges  must  bring  certificates 
of  dismission  in  good  standing. 

The  stated  times  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  admis- 
sion, are  the  Tuesday  preceding  Commencement,  and  the  first  day 
of  the  following  term,  but  persons  may  be  examined  in  any  other 
part  of  the  College  Terms. 

Students  are  not  matriculated,  or  admitted  to  full  standing, 
until  after  a  probation  of  six  months,  during  which  time  they  are 
subject  to  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  College. 

A  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  preparatory  studies  is  of  the 
highest  importance,  since  a  deficiency  here  will  be  likely  to  em- 
barrass the  student's  progress,  through  all  his  subsequent  course.

PUBLIC   DECLAMATION. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  of  the  several  classes,  there  is  a 
Public  Rhetorical  Exercise  on  Wednesday  of  each  week  ;  at  which 
the  members  of  the  College  present  original,  and  those  of  the 
Normal  and  Preparatory  Departments,  selected  Declamations. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  and  second  terms,  each  of  the  classes 
is  examined  before  the  Faculty  in  the  studies  of  the  term. 

At  the  close  of  every  year,  each  class  is  subject  to  a  written 
examination  on  all  the  studies  of  the  year. 

The  results  of  these  examinations,  and  especially  of  those  con- 
ducted in  writing,  are  of  importance  in  determining  the  standing 
of  each  student. 


THE  COURSE  OP  STUDY. 

No  omission  of  any  part  of  the  regular  course  is  allowed  to 
members  in  full  of  the  Collegiate  Department ;  and  any  interrup- 
tion of  the  course  by  the  absence  of  a  student  during  term  time 
occasions  serious  detriment  and  can  be  permitted  only  for  special 
reasons. 

Students  not  candidates  for  degrees  are  permitted  to  pursue 
with  the  college  classes,  under  the  general  regulations  of  the  In- 
stitution, such  studies  as  they  may  choose,  provided  they  are 
qualified  to  do  so  with  advantage. 


DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  students 
who  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  Collegiate  study, 
and  passed  satisfactory  examinations  thereon.  Candidates  for 
this  degree  are  required  to  pay  all  dues  to  the  Treasurer,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  June. 

Every  Bachelor  of  Arts,  having  been  such  for  the  space  of 
three  years,  may  receive  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  on  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  provided  he  shall,  in  the  interval, 
have  sustained  a  good  moral  character.  Applications  must  be 
made  to  the  President  before  Commencement. 
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Normal  Department. 

A  Normal  Department  is  sustained  under  the  immediate  charge 
of  the  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department.  Other  members 
of  the  Faculty  assist  in  its  instruction.  This  department  gives 
opportunity  for  students  who  do  not  contemplate  going  through 
College,  to  perfect  themselves  in  English  branches. 

The  charges  in  this  department  are  uniformly  the  same  as 
those  in  the  Preparatory  Department. 

Preparatory  Department. 

The  Preparatory  Department  is  designed  chiefly  to  prepare 
young  men  to  enter  the  regular  College  course.  It  is  under  the 
immediate  and  constant  charge  of  a  Principal ;  and  the  discipline 
is  conformed  to  the  usage  of  the  best  Academies.  Students  in 
this  department  are  connected  with  the  College  only  in  a  few 
general  exercises.  Each  member  of  the  Faculty  has  a  general 
direction  respecting  studies  pertaining  to  his  own  department,and 
renders  such  assistance  in  hearing  recitations  as  occasion  may  re- 
quire and  other  engagements  permit. 

The  course  of  study  is  distributed  through  three  years  of 
instruction  as  follows  :

Students  are  received  to  the  Preparatory  Department  at  any 
stage  of  the  course.  Classes  are  organized  at  the  commencement 
of  each  college  term  ;  and  it  is  greatly  for  the  advantage  of  the 
students  to  be  present  promptly  at  the  beginning,  and  continue 
without  interruption  to  the  close  of  the   term. 


Public  Worship. 

The  duties  of  each  day  are  opened  and  closed  with  religious 
services,  conducted  by  one  of  the  Faculty. 

In  the  morning,  the  members  of  College  meet  by  themselves 
in  the  chapel,  and  those  of  the  Normal  and  Preparatory  Depart- 
ments together  in  the  school  room.  At  the  close  of  the  day,  all 
departments  unite  in  one  service  in  the  chapel. 

On  the  Sabbath,  each  student  is  required  to  attend  public 
worship,  in  the  forenoon,  with  such  congregation  in  the  city  as, 
with  the  approval  of  his  parents,  he  may  select;  and,  in  the 
afternoon,  in  connection  with  the  usual  services  at  evening  prayers, 
a  lecture  is  given  on  some  religious  topic  by  the  President,  at 
which  all  the  members  of  the  Institution  are  required  to  be  present. 


Libraries,  Cabinet  and  Apparatus. 

The  Library  of  the  College  contains  more  than  five  thousand 
volumes,  and  is  increased  by  constant  additions.  Any  student  is 
permitted  to  draw  books  from  the  Library,  on  the  payment  of  a 
small  fee.  The  Libraries  of  the  Arclmean  and  Missionary  Socie- 
ties, numbering  nearly  one  thousand  volumes,  are  also  accessible 
to  the  members  of  those  associations. 
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The  College  has  an  extensive  and  valuable  cabinet  of  Miner- 
alogy and  Geology  and  a  numerous  collection  of  Botanical  speci- 
mens ;  it  is  furnished  also  with  a  well-rrranged  laboratory,  and 
ample  apparatus  for  illustrating  the  departments  of  Chemistry 
and  Natural  Philosophy. 

Prizes. 

The  Bridgman  Prizes  are  the  gift  of  Joseph  C.  Bridgman, 
Esq.,  of  Springfield,  Mass.  They  are  two  in  number,  each  of 
ten  dollars  j  and  are  offered  to  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman 
classes  respectively  for  excellence  in  declamation.  Four  speakers 
from  each  of  these  classes  compete  for  them  in  the  Public  Rhet- 
orical Exhibition,  on  the  Tuesday  before  Commencement. 

The  Stanley  Prize,  founded  by  Henry  Stanley,  Esq.,  of 
New  Britain,  Ct.,  provides  free  tuition  for  the  term  of  one  college 
year,  to  that  member  of  either  of  the  three  higher  college  classes 
who  shall  have  maintained,  during  the  previous  year,  the  highest 
standing  in  all  branches  of  study. 

The  Lewis  Prize,  founded  by  Gov.  J.  T.  Lewis,  offers  a 
year's  income  «,f  one  hundred  dollars  to  that  member  of  each 
class  who  evinces  the  greatest  improvement  during  the  Freshman 
year.  ^^^^ 

Terms  and  Vacations. 


The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  July.  The  division  of  the  year  into  terms  and  vacations  is  the 
same  for  all  departments,  and  is  as  follows :  The  first  term 
begins  eight  weeks  alter  Commencement ;  the  second,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January ;  the  third,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
April.  The  first  two  terms  together  embrace  twenty-eight  weeks  ; 
and  the  third,  twelve  weeks.  There  is  a  vacation  of  two  weeks 
between  the  first  aud  second  terms,  and  one  of  two  or  three  weeks 
between  the  second  and  third  terms.

Through  the  Committees 
of  Education  in  Wisconsin  and  Illinois,  and  the  educational  or- 
ganizations of  various  denominations,  young  men  of  this  class 
may  receive  assistance  to  the  amount  of  from  sixty  to  eighty 
dollars  a  year  during,  their  Preparatory  Course,  and  from  eighty 
to  a  hundred  dollars  a  year  when  in  College. 

It  is  believed  that  this  assistance,  together  with  the  avails  of 
such  amount  of  labor  as  is  conducive  to  health,  will  enable  stu- 
dents to  complete  the  College  course  without  interruption,  and 
without  incurring  debt.
